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APPOINTMENT OF BRITISH COMMERCIAL AGENTS 
IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has appointed Mr. 
Henry Arthur Cooke, Mr. John C. Milligan, Mr. E. Seymour Bell, 
and Mr. E. H. Melville to be British Commercial Agents in Russia, 
Switzerland, the United States, and Central America respectively, 
for an experimental period of two years. 

Mr. Cooke’s address is—Malo-Znamenski per., House Mishin, 2, 
Moscow. 

The head-quarters of the other Commercial Agents have been 
fixed at Zurich, Chicago, and Guatemala. 

The busirfess of the Agents will consist in watching and reporting 
on the commerce, industries, and products of special districts, and 
in answering inquiries on commercial subjects. 

Individual firms applying for information will have to pay the 
prescribed fees as hereafter stated. 

Communications intended for the Commercial Agents may be 
addressed to Her Majesty’s Ambassador at St. Petersburg or 
Washington, or Her Majesty’s Minister at Berne or Guatemala, as 
the case may require, in order that the proper fee may be assessed 
and levied before the desired inquiry is proceeded with. 

‘Simple inquiries can be addressed direct to the Commercial 
Agent accompanied by the fee of 5s.

In case of an inquiry addressed to the Agent which can be 
answered. forthwith, and for which the lowest fee would be charged, 
he can reply at once requesting that the sum of 5s. may be sent to 
the Embassy or Legation. He will transmit to the Mission lists 
of inquiries so answered in order that the payments may be checked, 
and demanded if not already made. 

If the fee has been sent with the inquiry he will remit it to the 
Embassy or Mission. 
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In cases of inquiries for which fees of 11. 1s. and upwards are 
to be charged, the Agent will forward the information to the 


Mission for transmission thence in exchange for the fees which 


may, according to circumstances, be required before the answer is 
iven. 

? In cases requiring research or a journey the Agent will report to 

the Ambassador or Minister, who will decide whether an offer 

should be made to procure the information, and, if so, on what 

terms; or whether it should be stated that the information cannot 

be procured.

This report shows that in Ireland in 1899 there were 4,627,545 
acres under crops, including meadow and clover, and 10,575,012 
acres of grass or pasture land, the area under crops showing a 
decrease, and that under grass or pasture an increase, as compared 
with 1898. The area under flax in Ireland last year was 34,989 
acres, which is 42,200 acres, or 54°7 per cent. under the average 
for the ten years 1889-98. The produce of the principal crops in 
Treland last year was:—-Wheat 927,452 cwts., oats 17,895,880 cwts., 
barley 3,040,083 cwts., potatoes 2,760,287 tons, turnips 4,309,053 
tons, flax 1,145,261 stones of 14 lbs. avoirdupois.

This is a Contract entered into on the 19th April, 1900, by 
which Messrs. Elder, Dempster & Co. bind themselves to maintain 
a service of fruit, passenger, and mail-carrying steamers, for ten 
years, from January, 1901, between Jamaica and the United 
Kingdom, in return for an annual subsidy of 40,000/. The 
steamers, which are to maintain on the voyage an average rate of 
speed of not less than 13 knots an hour, are to convey passengers 
and fruit at certain rates fixed in the contract, and are to carry 
mails free of charge.

RUSSIA. 
H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw reports that the use of artificial 
Artificial manures has been gradually becoming more 
Senate te general in his district and is extending to the 
small farmers and peasants. Jour different 
—_—— kinds of artificial manures are used : Superphos- 


phates, kainite, slags, and saltpetre, of which only the first is of 
local production, the remaining three being imported from 
Germany. The prices paid during 1899 ranged between 7 and 
8:5 ec. (13d. and 23d.) per 1 per cent. of soluble phosphoric acid in 
100 Russian lbs. (90 English lbs.), which is an increase of about 
15 per cent. since 1898. (Annual Series, 2,425.) 


H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw, reports that besides the supply 
Machine of raw material there are three ways by which 
Tool ~ ‘ foreigners can derive profit from supplying 

ee Russia: by the sale of ready-made goods; by 
the supply of the machinery to make the goods, and by making 
the goods in the country for sale. 
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The tendency of Russian legislation is to make the country self- 
supporting so soon as possible, to which end heavy duties are 
crushing the importation of ready-made goods, and, with the 
development of manufacture, it will soon be only possible to import 
articles not manufactured in Russia and raw material not to be 
found in the country. The supply of machinery to make the 

cannot be avoided, as, if one nation will not do so, another 
will. The surest and most profitable course is the establishment 
of factories in Russia, which meets with encouragement, for the 
present, from the Russian Government, who consider it more 
advantageous that only a part of the profits of the undertaking 
should go out of the country, the turnover, wages, &c., remaining 
in it. 

H.M. Consul-General also reports that there is an opening in 
his district for cheap calenders. A British firm do a fair trade 
in calenders, but they deal in the best article at a good price. 
Germans introduce something cheaper, suitable to people with 
smaller means, and there is no reason why some British machinists 
should not get part of the business, but they must send out 
travellers who can do their own talking, and hand in circulars 
in a language understood here. German is understood in all the 
factories. 

The calenders, at Warsaw, are either of about 8} tons, costing 
about 275/. in the United Kingdom, or of smaller sizes, weighing 
about 5 tons, which cost about 1501. 

There is a trade to be done yet by British makers in leather 
belting pickers, though they will have to contend with strong 
competition by the Germans and Americans. The belting made 
in Russia is inferior at equal prices, or if made from imported 
hides is more expensive. The same may be said of pickers and 
picking bands, which are now largely imported from Germany. 

Tools, files, mill furnishings, bolts, and nuts continue to be 
imported in large quantities from the United Kingdom and 
Germany. German tools and files are gradually taking the place 
of those of British make, and British manufacturers and makers 
should pay attention to this competition or, says the Consul- 
General, the market for these as well as for finishing machinery 
will be lost. 

Mill furnishings, shuttles, and springs are still »nostly imported 
from the United Kingdom, but the German manufacturers are 
trying hard to get the supply of them also. 

Towards the close of the same report it is stated that there is 
still a good opening for special description of iron manufactures as 
quite 80 per cent. of the machines used in this part of Russia are 
imported from abroad, notwithstanding the duty of 2r. 10c. per 
poud, which represents in many cases between 50 per cent. ¢nd 
100 per cent. of the value of the machine.

It is evident that this high duty enables machine factories to 
derive great profits, and that British works desiring to do business 
in Rassia would, in the Consul’s opinion, find a good field open to 
them. (foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,425.) 


With reference to the lace trade at Warsaw, H.M. Consul-General 

— in that city reports that for the first nine 

Sieneiiesieas months of 1899 the existing lace works did 

* well, and increased their machinery like the 

other branches of the textile industry, but since the autumn it has 

been found difficult to find employment for their machines. It is 

now proposed to start a new lace factory at Warsaw with British 
capital. 

In a previous report the Consul-General had stated that the 
British manufacturer would still find a good opening for the finer 
and lighter classes of lace, as the Russians confine their production 
to the heavier classes in which the high duty enables them to 
compete at greater advantage ; but he adds that now, in order to 
keep their machines running, the local manufacturers have turned 
their attention to the finer makes, and are producing one of the 
only articles that up till now has been left entirely to the foreigner. 
High-class specialities are now the only field left to British manu- 
facturers, but they will always find a market in Warsaw, and no 
local competition is to be feared, at any rate at present. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,425.)

CHINA. 


It is reported in the New York “Journal of Commerce” for the 
Wool Cleani 5th inst., that inquiries are now being made for 
Plant in Shanghai. willowing machinery to be used for the equip- 
ment of a wool cleaning plant in Shanghai. It 
is stated that there are a few machines at Tientsin, where the wool 
from northern China is packed, but hitherto there has been no 
machinery of the description at the first named port, and local wool 
importers engaged in the Chinese trade welcome the innovation 
of a large plant, as at present the shrinkage of the wool after 
cleaning and before shipment is said to be 50 per cent., and 
sometimes shows an even greater percentage of dead loss. 
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GERMAN COMPETITION WITH BRITISH TRADE IN 
RUSSIAN POLAND. 


H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw has recently reported to the 
Foreign Office on the subject of German competition with British 
trade in Russian Poland. The following is extracted from the 
Report in question :— 

“In no one class of merchandise is the United Kingdom holding 
her own, much less taking her share in the increase of business 
caused by the development of the country. Neither do British 
capitalists or manufacturers seem ready, as other foreigners, to 
establish themselves in the country. 

“Tt may be that I am wrong, but all British business men 
here share my opinion that the first requisite for British busi- 
ness men who wish to obtain a share of the large and profit- 
able trade of Russia is to study the country and its ways of 
doing business and to try to accommodate themselves to its wants. 
Otherwise Germany will soon have usurped the whole of the 
Russian markets. The use of the Russian language and Russian 
money, weights and measures has been too often insisted on 
to need repetition. Surely it is the part of the seller to 
accommodate himself to the buyer. oreign firms usually 
quote a price in roubles at the town where the order is given ; 
British firms almost invariably do so in £ s, d. in the United 
Kingdom. 

“The articles in which the strongest competition is to be 
expected are cognac, belting, lubricants, wines, and technical 
articles. 

“JT fear it is useless to hope that British commercial travellers 
will ever speak the language of the country, but in this part of 
Russia they can get on with German ; they would do well at all 
events to establish in every town they visit a sound corresponding 
agent who could keep them informed of the local requirements in 
their department of business, even if, unable to take an active part, 
he did no more. Many a capable man could be found to do that 
who was not able *o take an active part. The system of carrying 
about goods for sale in the hotel where the traveller is staying, so 
successfully initiated by a French traveller at Odessa last year, has 
been taken up by other French and German travellers, who find, 
I believe, the system most successful. 

“Commercial travellers should note that they are liable to be 
called upon to produce their baptismal certificate or other proof 
that they are not Jews, when they take out a licence under the 
new law.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,425.)

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THE GRAIN TRADE OF ROSARIO IN 1899. 


H.M. Consul at Rosario, in a recent report to the Foreign 
Office, writes as follows :— 

“T predicted, in my report for the year 1898, that the export of 
grain, including wheat, linseed, and maize, from Rosario and its 
subordinate river ports would probably exceed 1,500 000 tons 
during the year 1899. The estimate I gave has, [ am pleased 
to say, proved to be fairly accurate ; as, from information I have 
obtained from reliable sources, “nine followi ing appears to have been 


the quantity exported, viz. ‘K

“The crop is a record one for this country, and at local prices, 
viz., 35 dol. per ton for wheat, 75 dol. for linseed, and 20 dol. 
for maize (on board), these three staples of produce alone represent 
the large sum of 53,250,000 dol. currency, which, reduced to gold 
at current rate of exchange, gives 4,630,434. sterling. 

“ The handling of this large amount of grain has provided good 
employment to the labouring classes throughout the year, and 
trade generally has been benefited. 

“The number of vessels and tonnage entered at the port of 
Rosario is the largest on record. 

“The weather having again been favourable, the wheat and 
linseed crops for 1899-1900, now safely harvested, promise to be 
about 25 per cent. less in quantity than the 1898-99 crop, but the 
grain is of much better quality. Prospects are therefore brighter 
than they have been for some years past. 

“The financial position of the grain farmers which, for the 
reasons explained in my last report, had become unsatisfactory 
has not, unfortunately, been much bettered by the year’s excep- 
tionally good harvest. This is attributable to the improvement in 
the value of the currency in which the farmer's expenses are paid, 
as also to the high rates of freight for shipping that have ruled 
during the year having reduced the profits on grain to a very 
small margin. 

“The National Congress, apparently fearing that any further 
appreciation of the paper currency might seriously affect agri- 
cultural interests, passed a conversion law fixing the value of the 
paper dollar, pro tem., at 44.c. gold. ‘The result is that gold has 
been kept at a premium which it otherwise could not have main- 


tained under the present favourable circumstances.’ (Loreiqn

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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


CAPE COLONY. 


With reference to the Cape Government Proclamation No. 74 
and Notice No. 268, which appear at p. 308

“has been produced, duty-paid (including flour, wheaten, and 
“ wheaten meal, and pollard, manufactured in the Colony from 
“ other than South African wheat, which should be so described), 
“ whether on first importation or from a bonding warehouse, or 
* out of duty-paid stock, shall be despatched by any person, being 
“the importer, seller, or supplier thereof, for removal from this 
“Colony to and for consumption in one of the said defined 
“portions of the territory of the Orange Free State, such 
* person, as the consignor of the goods, shall frame a ‘ Notice’ (in 
“the Form A in the Schedule hereto annexed), wherein shall be 
“ set forth the name of the person to whom, and of the place in 
“ such portion of the said territory to which such goods are to be 
“ consigned and removed for consumption, the mode of conveyance, 
“the marks, numbers, and description of the packages, descrip- 
“ tion, qualities, and ‘net’ quantities of the contents, with the 
“ current market values thereof at the place beyond the limits of 
“the Colony whence originally imported, sufficient to enable the 
“ duties paid thereon on importation to be assessed with accuracy ; 
‘‘and the consignor shall also frame an ‘ Advice’ (in the Form B 
‘‘in the Schedule hereto annexed) which shall agree in all par- 
“ticulars with the relative Notice, with the exception of the 
“omission of the value, and on such ‘ Notice’ (A) and ‘ Advice’ 
“ (B) the consignor shall subscribe a declaration as to the truth “of 


“the particulars set forth therein, And such consignor shall 
“ obtain on such ‘ Notice’ from the proper officer of the Customs 
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“or Railway or Postal Department or Carrier, according as the 
“* goods are to be conveyed by rail, post, or other mode of carriage, 
“a receipt for the goods, and which receipt on such notice, the 
“ Customs or Railway or Postal Officer or Carrier, by whom the 
“goods may be received for conveyance, shall be bound to grant, 
“and the consignor shall, within 24 hours of the delivery of the 
“ goods at any Railway Station or Post Office, or after the loading 
“up of such goods for conveyance by any other means, despatch 
“ the ‘ Notice ’® to the Collector of Customs at Cape Town, and 
“ shall forthwith despatch the ‘ Advice’ to the consignee of the 
“* goods in such portion of the said territory. . 

“‘ N.B.—The ‘ Notice’ (A) may be sent by the consignor, post 
“ free, to the Collector of Customs, Cape Town, marked ‘On the 
Public Service.’ 

“ (3) No Customs, Railway, or Postal Officer, or any other 
“ person shall receive any goods whatsoever for conveyance as 
“ aforesaid without production of the permit referred to, in the 
“case of imported free goods and goods of colonial growth, 
“ produce or manufacture ; and of the permit and the said forms, 
** in the case of imported duty-paid goods.”

Cattle Imported cattle for the disease known as iabaasinae, 
ty Sm. whenever such cattle are introduced by sea into 

Cape Colony from any place other than the Colony of Natal :—- 

1. The word “cattle” in these Regulations shall be taken to 
mean and include all animals of the bovine tribe. 

2. No cattle shall be allowed to enter this Colony by sea until 
the conditions set forth in these Regulations are complied with. 

3. If there shall be produced to the Officer authorised by the 
Government to make the necessary examination of cattle under the 


a 
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provisions of the Animal: Diseases Act No. 27 of 1893, a certificate 
signed by a duly qualified veterinary surgeon of the country 
from which such animals have been brought, to the effect that théy 
have, before being embarked, been submitted to the test known as 
the tuberculin test, and have not given any reaction indicative of 
the presence of tuberculosis, and it upon examination the Govern- 
ment Officer shall have reason to believe that they are free from 
any contagious or infectious disease, he shall forthwith give a 
permit for their landing at any port or place in this Colony. 

4. In the absence of a satisfactory certificate as aforesaid the 
cattle shall be removed to a place provided by the Government 
for quarantine purposes, and shall be subjected by a Government 
Veterinary Surgeon to the necessary testing by tuberculin to 
ascertain whether they are or are not affected with tuberculosis. 

5. In the event of the test indicating the existence of tuber- 
culosis, the animals shall not be removed alive from the quarantine 
station but shall be destroyed there, and the owner shall be allowed 
to deal with the carcases as he may think fit, provided, however, 
that the flesh shall not be used for human consumption unless the 
said officer shall give a certificate that it is fit for that purpose. 

6. All expenses of inspection, quarantine, destruction, and 
otherwise shall be borne by the owner of such cattle. 

7. The foregoing Regulations shall not apply to cattle entering 
by sea from the Colony of Natal, so long as similar regulations 
remain in force in that Colony, nor shall they apply to cattle 
imported solely for purposes of slaughter, provided that, before 
being landed, they shall be inspected by the officer referred to in 
the third section of these Regulations and declared to the best of 
his belief to be not unfit for human consumption, and the owner or 
importer shall sign and deliver to such officer an undertaking to 
the effect that none of such animals shall be used or disposed of 
for any other purpose than for immediate slaughter for food. 

A farther Proclamation, dated the 2nd inst., provides that the 
above Regulations are to come into force on the Ist August next.

on one side with a paste of linseed oil and moulded so as to form 
designs in relief, is to be assessed for Customs duty under No. 389 
of the Tariff as oilcloths of classes that are not otherwise mentioned 
in the Tariff, dutiable at the rate of 1 pes. per kilog (21. 0s. 8d. 


per cwt.). 


UNITED STATES. 


The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application 
of the Customs Tariff and Customs Regulations 
Customs Decisions. of the United States, which have recently been 
published by the Treasury Department at 
Washington for the guidance of United States Customs Officers :— 

Immediate Transportation Act.—The privileges of the Act of 
10th June, 1880, governing the immediate transportation of 
dutiable merchandise without appraisement, are extended to 
Laredo, Eagle Pass, and El Paso (Texas), to Nogales (Arizona), 
and to Greenbay (Wisconsin). 

Wire heddles.—Wire heddles, tinned, are dutiable at the rate 
of 40 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 137 of the Tariff, and 
are further subject to a duty of 1} cents per lb. as articles manu- 
factured from wire, and of ,% cent per lb. for the tinning, as 
provided in the final clause of the said paragraph. 

Straw braid._-Straw braids, known technically as “ straw lace,” 
used in making or ornamenting hats, &c., and composed of straw 
and cotton thread, straw being the component article of chief

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value, are dutiable at the rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 449 of the Tariff, as manufactures of straw. 


Shipments from the United States to Porto Rico.— Merchandise 
cannot be withdrawn from bonded warehouse in the United States 
for shipment to Porto Rico under an export bond, nor can mer- 
chandise, manufactured in the United States from imported 
materials, be shipped to Porto Rico with benefit of drawback. 
Bags for sugar, shipped from the United States to Porto Rico, are 
entitled to free entry. (These regulations came into force on the | 
2nd inst.). 


Band-saw steel.—Untempered cold-rolled steel, from to 
‘130 of an inch thick, from one-fourth of an inch to 6 inches wide, 
and from 4 to 900 feet long, valued at from 13 to 240 shillings 
per hundredweight, and used for making penholder tips, hack 
saws, dies, circular cutters, ferrules, clock springs, sinkers for knit- 
ting machines, watch-case springs, parts of watches, &c., if found 
not to combine those characteristics as to dimensions, quality, and 
value which are necessary to make it suitable for use in making 
band saws, is held not to be dutiable under the provision in para- 
graph 128 of the Tariff, for “steel bands or strips, untempered, 
suitable for making band saws”; but, when of a thickness of -025 
of an inch or less, and valued at more than 4 cents per pound, is duti- 
able at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 137, and 
when thicker than ‘025 of an inch or when valued at 4 cents per 
pound or less, is dutiable according to value under paragraph 135, 

Magnesium powder.—Magnesium powder, being magnesium 
in its crude form, is declared to be free of duty under paragraph 
606 of the Tariff, as ‘‘ magnesium not made up into articles.” 

Marking of goods.—The following rules have been laid down for 
the marking of bottled goods under the provisions of Section 8 of 
the Tariff Act :— 

1. In the case of the entire absence of labels, labels must be 
affixed under Customs supervision. 

2. The law will be sufficiently complied with if the labels 
indicate the country of origin by the words Bordeaux, Belfast, 
Dublin, London, Paris, Berlin, &c., without the actual name of the 
country of origin, France, Ireland, England, Germany, &c., 
appearing thereon, provided the goods bear unmistakable evidence 
of origin without misleading marks or signs. 

3. The quantity of the contents of each bottle, if the bottles are 
of a uniform size and of a well-known commercial character, need 
not appear thereon, provided the outside packages are properly 
marked in this respect. 

4, The name of the country of origin must appear on all outside 
packages. 
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UNITED STATES-—(PORTO RICO). 
With reference to the notice which appeared at pp. 273-275 of the 
Stink Dentadde on “ Board of Trade Journal” for the 10th inst., 
relative to the recent “ Act providing revenues,

States Treasury Bureau of Statistics, showing the rates of duty 
which, under the provisions of the Act in question, will be payable 
in Porto Rico upon the more important articles imported into 
that island from the United States. It will be remembered that 
goods entering Porto Rico from ports other than those of the 
United States are now subjected to the same duties as are imposed 
under the United States Tariff, and that goods imported from the 
United States are liable to 15 per cent. of the said duties.

UNITED STATES. 


H.M. Consul-General at New York reports that an Act of Congress 
eemnnens of has been passed, and a contract has been signed 
. York for the improvement of New York Harbour. 
meshene The east channel at the entrance to the harbour 
: is to be made 2,000 feet wide and 40 feet deep 
at mean low water throughout its entire length between the main 
channel and the sea where the present depth ranges between 16 
and 40 feet. It is calculated that the amount of excavation 
necessary to complete this work will not exceed 39,020,000 cubic 
yards ; the material to be excavated is mainly sand, and the cost 
is estimated at 4,000,000 dols. ‘T'wo large ocean dredgers are now 
being constructed by the Maryland Steel Company at Sparrows 
Point for this purpose ; they each have a capacity of about 4,500 
tons, or about 50 per cent. more than the ‘“ Brancker” at Liver- 
pool, which they resemble in most other respects, although some 
improvements have been introduced. The work is to be begun 
within 12 months from June, 1899, and is to be continued during 
eight months of each year; during the first year the rate of exca- 
vation is not to be less than 400,000 cubic yards per month, and 
in succeeding years not less than 1,200,000 cubic yards per month. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,423.) 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, copy 
of a despatch from H.M. Consul at Galveston, 


oe on stating that for the past six or eight years the 
‘deen attention of the United States Government, 


through the Engineers’ Department of the 
United States Army, has been seriously directed to the question 
of rendering the entrance to Galveston Harbour accessible to 
vessels of deep draught. 

The gigantic jetties which have been constructed under the 
supervision of the Engineer officers of the United States Army 
have proved an unqualified success, and there is now a clear and 
fairly straight channel into Galveston Harbour of over 28 feet 
in depth. 

The question of the entrance to the harbour having been success- 
fully solved, that of obtaining a proper development of the harbour 
itself is now coming to the front. 

Colonel H. M. Robert, a divisional engineer of the United States 
Army, recently paid an official visit to the port, and made 
certain suggestions for the improvement of the harbour, 
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Whilst it is not of course certain that any of these schemes will 
be carried into effect, either immediately or at some future date, 
yet there is no doubt that the suggestions, coming from such an 
eminent authority as Colonel Robert, will meet with every con- 
sideration at the hands of the United States Government, more 
especially in view of the fact of the great success of the werk 
hitherto carried out at Galveston. 


H.M. Consul-General at New York, in a recent report to the 
Foreign Office, states that the Providence River 
Harkour 

and Narragansett Bay Works have received 

Improvements at 
Providence, RI,  cmerous aid from the United States Govern- 
"ment. The Ship Channel, 400 feet wide and 
25 feet deep, has been extended nearly to deep water. The deep 
draught ships of the world may now come up to the wharves at 
Providence. Great improvement has been made also in the 

harbour of Newport. 

A movement has been started in the City of Providence to im- 
prove and extend the City Docks, and, if accomplished, will add 
greatly to shipping facilities. (Foreign Office, Annual Serics, 2,423.)

a government for the Territory of Hawaii,’ on and after 14th 

June, 1900, vessels entering the United<States frem Hawaii, and 

entering Hawaii from the United States will be exempt from 
tonnage taxes. 

Pursuant to section 5 of the Act aforesaid, on and after 14th 
June, 1900, vessels entering Hawaii, elsewhere than from the 
United States, will be subject to tonnage taxes as provided by the 
laws of the United States. 

The Board of Trade have also received copy of a Circular relating 
to the registry of vessels in Hawaii, and to matters relating to 
trade between Hawaii and the United States, which will be pub- 
lished in a forthcoming number of the “ Board of Trade Journal.”

H.M. Consul at Rosario, in a report to the Foreign Office, states

UNITED STATES OF COLOMBIA. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office a 
Shtantng Cannan communication dated the Ist instant, from 
H.M. Consul at Panama, enclosing copy and 
: translation of a telegram from the Minister of 

Finance at Bogota to the Administrator of the 
Custom House at Carthagena (Colombia), transcribing the first 
two articles of a Decree (as under) published on March 25th last, 
ordering the collection of all shipping charges in gold coin instead 

of currency, from the lst May, 1900. 

The Consul states that, according to the legal opinion at Colon, 
the National Government has the right to make such alterations in 
payments without giving notice, but that in the case of special 
contracts six months’ notice have to be given. 

The Consul adds that at present the Government’s proportion 
only is to be collected in gold, but it is evident by the wording of 
the decree that it is intended to bring about a fresh agreement 
between the Government and concessionaires, when the whole 
amount will have to be paid in gold. 

This would mean that a steamer of 2,385 registered net tonnage 
will pay 241. 17s. for light dues alone at Colon. 

As regards Carthagena and Savanilla, it is said the charge will 
mean from 8s. to 9s. a ton increase, but there is no precise informa- 
tion on this matter at present. 

The decree referred to is as follows :— 

Article 1—From May 1st proximo the dues of the lighthouse, 
mole, tonnage, pilotage, ballast, and in general all the port dues 
will be paid by ships that arrive in ports of the Republic in gold 
currency of the country whence the ship has sailed, or in its 
equivalent in Colombian currency. 

Article 2.—The concessionaires of the lighthouses and moles 
may make arrangements with the Government, with a view to 
modify the conditions regarding the term of existence of their 
privileges and of the last quota product of the said lighthouses 
and moles belonging to the Republic; if for any reason such 
arrangements should not be made, only the quota of dues belong- 
ing to the nation, as stipulated in the respective contracts and acts 
of concession, shall be levied in gold. 
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CANADA. 


The “British Columbia Review” states that the coal mines of 

Ontario are working at their fullest capacity, 

Coal in Ontario. and this year’s output will undoubtedly prove a 

record. The demand is greater in all direc- 

tions, showing activity in general trade and industrial enterprise. 

Disused coal pits in Cape Breton are being re-opened, while at 

Fernie, East Kootenay, no less than 700 men are now employed to 

cope with the increasing demand, and a new mine is to be opened 
up at Michel, 26 miles from Fernie. 


According to the “ Canadian Engineer,” the coal output in 
, Vancouver Island, B.C., for the year 1899 
Coal — exceeded that of previous years by nearly 50,000 

tons. In 1891 the output was 1,029,098 tons ; 
in 1894, 1,012,953 tons ; in 1898, 1,117,915 tons; and last year’s 
record was 1,166,251 tons. The foreign shipments are to United 
States Pacific coast ports, to Alaska, Hawaiian Islands and 
Australia.

FRANCE. 


The British Vice-Consul at Bastia, in a recent report, states that in 
. , his district a very important lode is now being 
Arsenical Pyrites \orked of arsenical pyrites or mispickel con- 
in Corsica. taining about 40 per cent. arsenic. As the 
works are proceeding in depth, the ore is becoming rich in copper 
with some silver. 

Several other mines are being prospected in the district, and 
he adds that no doubt a judicious employment of capital would 
obtain good results.

Office, Annual Series, 2,418.) 
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UNITED STATES. 


H.M. es > New York, in a report to the Foreign 
. Office, states that the gold production in the 
United States shows, to the pre- 
: liminary estimate of the Director of the Mint, 
an increase of about 300,000 ozs., as compared with 1898. The 
total is estimated at 3,419,836 ozs., of a value of about 14,140,0001., 
the largest increase being in the returns from Colorado and Alaska. 
The revised estimates of the silver produced in the United 
States show 58,834,800 ozs. in 1896, 53,860,000 ozs. in 1897, and 
54,438,000 ozs. in 1898. This shows a considerable reduction in 
the original estimate for 1898, as given early in 1899, and such 
figures as are obtainable at present for the past year are probably 
not complete. 

The production of copper was estimated at about 262,000 tons, 
as compared with about 235,000 tons in 1898. 

The production of lead is estimated at about 213,000 tons, and 
that of spelter at about 135,000 tons, in each case a slight advance 
on the returns for 1898. The ton in these cases is that of 
2,000 lbs. ‘The lead refined from imported ores and base bullion, 
amounted to about 78,000 tons. (Loreign Office, Annual Series, 
2,423.) 


H.M. Consul-General at New York, in a recent report to the 
Foreign Office, states that the tendency towards 
the use of very heavy rails, which was a marked 
feature a few years ago, has diminished of late, 
and the use of rails weighing 100 lbs. to the yard may be said to 
have been practically abandoned. Rails of 90 and 95 lbs. weight 
have been laid down in considerable quantities, but, on the whole, 
those of 80 to 85 lbs. are considered to be most serviceable under 
the heaviest traffic, so far as experience goes at present. The 
heavier rails seem to have worn out earlier than was expected and 
not to have given the same wear per ton of traffic as the lighter 
sections. ‘The experience has, however, been limited to those of 
one type. An opinion is held that by a change in the dimensions 
of the heavier rails, aud to some extent in their chemical com- 
position, the present defects may be remedied, and importance is 
attached to the fact that a track laid with heavy rails requires less 
motive power for a given weight than if lighter rails are used, and 
there is consequently less wear and tear of rolling stock. The 
increasing size of locomotives and cars produces a tendency 
towards the use of the heavier rail, and although those of 80 to 
85 lbs. to the yard seem to be most in favour at the moment, it is 
not improbable that the heavier sections may again be adopted. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,423.) 


Heavy Rails on 
American Lines.

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A despatch, dated 18th inst., has been received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul at Marseilles, reporting 
that on the 15th inst. the fourth shipment of 
North American bituminous coal to Marseilles 
arrived there, making a total of 15,731 tons. This forms partof a 
contract made in November for 45,000 tons for delivery during 
the winter and summer to the Paris-Lyon-Mediterranée Railway 
Company. 

It is all soft bituminous steam coal from the New River, said to 
be as good as the lower grades of Cardiff, but of a crumbling 
nature. It was shipped at Newport News, Virginia, and is 
delivered at Marseilles at the rate of 28s. per ton, including 
insurance and freight, landed weight. The Paris-Lyon-Médi- 
terranée Railway Company have considered it satisfactory, and 
have ordered for delivery during the summer 10,000 tons of 
another quality of coal for the manufacture of the special kind of 
gas used by the company for lighting purposes. 

The ships cf the Cyprien Fabre Line to the United States have 
bunkered at Newport News. 

It is said that a total of 160,000 tons of North American New 
River coal has been actually sold for delivery during the summer 
in France for railways and manufacturing purposes. Freights 
varied from 15s. to 15s. 6d., and for the moment the market is 
favourable. But unless expenses on the other side are reduced, 
the middle men there dispensed with, and very large ships used 
for the traffic, the freights will put an end to the trade when 
prices fall. 

In connection with the above, Rylands Iron Trade Circular of 
the 19th inst, states that a contract for the delivery of 60,000 tons 
of bituminous coal for immediate shipment from Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Norfolk, and optional New York to the United King- 
dom vr the Continent is reported from Wall Street to have been 
signed. The shipment, it is rumoured, will be the ‘first of 
monthly shipments averaging the same tonnage, most of which 
will go to Belgium and Germany, beginning about 10th June. 
Shipments of bituminous coal from the United States to Russia 
will be made from New York or Philadelphia under a contract 
calling for 40,000 tons in 10 sailings. This coal is for the Russian 
Government Railways, and it is calculated to cost, delivered at 
Odessa, 12 dols, 24 cents per ton.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The total quantity of home and foreign rubber turned out from 
the forests of Assam during 1898-99, accordin 

the “ Bombay Gazette” of 28th ult., 

3,099 maunds, about 286,317 Ilbs., which, 
compared with the total of the previous year, showed an increase 
of 753 maunds, about 61,997 lbs. The increased output was most 
marked in the Cachar, Darrang and Lakhimpur Forest Divisions, 
and was due to more active operations having been carried out in 
the Manipur, Dafla, Naga, and other hills in response to an 
increased demand accompanied by a high rise in prices. The out- 
put, though considerably above that of the previous year, was 
below that of 1896-97, which was over 4,000 maunds, about 330,000 
lbs., and is due to the constant but steady destruction of the 
trees by the excessive tapping of the previous years, induced by the 
great demand for rubber, which fetches about four shillings a 
pound on the London market. 


GERMANY.

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SPAIN. 
In a recent report the British Vice-Consul at Granada states that 
—— although there has been but little animation in 
Industry. the province of Granada during the past year, 


business in the city has been relatively brisk, 
and commercial people say that money has been spent on the 
whole rather freely. 

This is due to a variety of causes, the principal being the ever- 
growing favour in which the beetroot refineries are held. At 
present 11 factories may be counted in the Vega, and there is still 
a tendency to increase that number. 

Some disturbance, however, was caused a few months since, 
when, in accordance with the arrangements of the new Budget, a 
tax of 26 pesetas per ton on beetroot, based on 5 per cent. of 
returns, was imposed. By a more recent agreement with the 
Sugar Syndicate the tax has been fixed at 25 pesetas per ton on 
refined beetroot. The crops of the latter during the past season 
have fortunately been equal to the demand. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,420.)

Some time ago a quantity of seed 
of Yenidje and Xanthi tobaccc was supplied to the State model 
farms, and samples of the produce have just been sent to Athens, 
where they have been declared to be equal in quality to the finest 
Turkish tobacco. The Government is now distributing seed to 
the peasants, and has engaged the services of two experts from 
Kavalla to teach them how to grow it. It is said that the soil and 
climate of Greece are suitable for the growth of tobacco, and that 
the production could therefore easily be increased. 
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UNITED STATES. 


H.M. Consul-General at New York, in a recent report to the 
Foreign Office, states that the export of wheat 
from New York fell from 49,000,000 bushels in 
1898 to less than 27,000,000 bushels in 1899. 
The inland railroad freight for grain from a common point in the 
interior is the same to New York and Boston, while it is 1 c. per 
100 lbs. less to Philadelphia and 1} c. less to Baltimore, Newport 
News, and Norfolk. As a result, the tendency is for the export of 
grain to be carried on from the latter ports in preference to New 
York or Boston.

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, trans- 
a lation of an extract from the “ Deutsches Kolo- 
and Police nialblatt,” of 1st inst., containing an Ordinance 
omni signed by the Chancellor of the Empire, on the 
Reg — 17th February last, relative to the exercise of 
consular powers and the issue of police and 
other administrative regulations in Samoa. By virtue of this 
Ordinance, which is identical with that issued for the Caroline 
Islands, the officer charged with the exercise of judicial functions 
in cases of first instance is vested with the powers possessed by 
German Consuls under the various laws of the Empire, and will 
also discharge the duties pertaining to consulates in their capacity 
of Seamens’ Boards of Control under the Mercantile Marine Code 
(‘‘Seemannsordnung”) at present in force. 
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The Governor is further empowered to issue police and other 
regulations concerning the administration of Samoa, and to inflict 
penalties for their non-observance in the shape of imprisonment, 
not exceeding three months, money fines, or the confiscation of 
particular articles of property. 

The English text of the Ordinance, and of the Decree issued under 
it by the Governor, can be seen on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade any day between 10 
a.m. and 5 p.m.

Kordofan gum has been felt in the Trieste 
market. Prices quoted for Arabic Kordofan gum, of which very 
small stocks exist in Europe, were very firm, i.e., 200 krone per 
100 kilos. There is a tendency to an increase in prices due to the 
fact that there are no fresh arrivals and also to the rainy season. 

News from Senegal shows that the crop there was not very 
abundant ; for this reason, as also on account of the firm prices of 
Kordofan gum, the Senegal qualities keep at high prices. 

At present, arrivals of. different qualities (Fachmy, Scherky, 
Litti), from the Red Sea, as well as those of Ghezzire, which 
during last winter used to arrive regularly, have ceased. Gums 
from India (Cawnpore, Amrad, Kurrachee, Madras) are also very 
firm, on account of the present abnormal condition of the country.
